Cotmty Court Judges- 

In the LegiKlativo AssomLly, on llic 
filh ("lay of Alarcli last,, llio follnwin.^;- 
licsoluiiDU -was iiiovod by ^ri\ Huniph- 
roys, pccondod by l\rr. Bunslcr, and 
carried iiem. con: — That v.-liorcao llio 
gouilcmen who now avo, and havo been, 
holdiiiy," and oxcvcifling the oiTicc uf 
County Court Judges in this Province 
arc not BarriMtors, jind arc not Hkilli-d 
in the law; and Nvhcroa:; it is cTpedioiii 
to appoint BarriHiorn learned in tlie 
law, "wlio shall hold and excrciso the 
office of County Court Judges; that an 
humble Addi'ess bo presontocl to His 
Excellency the Lieutcnant-Governoi-, 
praying that ho will movo tho Govorn- 
g ont of tho Dorainion to appoint not 

HH than tliroe competent County 
Court Judp^es for tlie rrovinco of Bri- 
tish Colund)ia an noon as praeticablo." 
One result of the passage of this ad- 
dress was the introduction and passage 
of a bill entitled "County Court 
Judges' Appointment Aet, 1.S72." 
Tho first section of this Act makes 
provision, or, rather, oloar>t the wry 
for tho appointment of County Court 
Judges by tho GoTernor-tleneral of 
the Dominion. The seco ul section 
defines tho powers of such judges, 
which shall bo tho same as those lield 
and oxoreibod umler tho ''County 
Cou'-t Ordinance, ISCiT," tho "County 
Courtii' Aumiondmeut Ordinam-e. 
ISGS)," and tho '-County Courts Ordi- 
nance 1870." In a word, the powers 
of the now Judges will bo tho same as 
those of tlic iild. Tho otlior result, 
the appninlmcTiL of Judges leariieil in 
the law to administer tho County 
Courts, still lioii in the futuro; and, 
consequently, all that has been done 
in this matter must continue to be 
fruitless until such timo as it shall havo 
been quickened by tlio Crovernor-( 1 en- 
eral. Tho reader will be iiwaro that 
tho ai^pointment of these Jud;.-es as 
well as tho payment of tlieir sahirics 
rests with tho Federal Goverumont. 
Having thus brietlntracod the history 
of this quGstion, in so far as it is rele- 
vant to our in-csont purpose, wo now 
proceed to tho more practical ol)ject 
of this article. Tho impartanco of 
havingour County Courts administered 
by men learned in the law was felt 
long prior to Confederation, and the 
change now sought had been agitatoil 
for years. It was never more felt tiian 
now. Wo w(ndd not say an unkind 
word aboutthose !_;eiitlemen wholiave, 
pcrhajis from no wisli of their i>v:n. 
discharged tho duties of County Court 
Judges in the past. It would bo easy 
to cito decisions which would both 
astonish and ainuso. But it will be 
enou;.^h to say that it cannot be csped- 
od that gentlemen wholly destitute of 
legal training or experience should lu^ 
very successful as judges in a Court 
with a jurisdiction embracing the great 
bulk of the litigation in the Province. 
However successful individuals may 
have been in tiiat capacity, it is really 
no disparagement to those gentlmnon. 
as a class, to Bay that llioy are unlit lo 
exercise functions which require a 
long course of legal training and ex- 
perience. It is under these circum- 
stances and in view of these facts and 
considerations that wo would nowurg(! 
upon tho Federal Government, and ask 
tho local authorities and tho Federal 
representatives of this Province to urge 
upon that Government the duty of 
prompt compliance with the prayer of 
the Address i)assed by our Iie;,dslaturc, 
last ses^iion. And we feel the miu-c 
free to urge thij in view of liii' f.ic* 
that the present incumbt'nts will su!'i'.>r 
little or no pecuniary loss, anqdo pro- 
vision for their care having been 
made in the Treaty of Union.
